With nearly 200 Democrats in control 
and their action endorsed by a large 
body of the Republicans, the bill to 
put the agreement in force was adopt- 
ed with no amendments, and in al- 
most the identical form in which it 
passed the house in the last session 
preceding this session. 

The bill seeks to put into effect the 
formal agreement reached between 
President Taft and the members of 
the Canadian cabinet for a reduction 
of tariff rates on many articles and 
free trade in many others across the 


Canadian border, Added to it. by 
the Democratic leaders is a section 
which “authorizes and requests” 


President Taft to make further efforts 
to secure still freer trade relations 
with Canada in the form of additional 
reciprocal relations. 

The passage of the bill marked the 
close of a fight that had raged in the 
house tor six days, During that time 
the safety of the measure was at no 
time threatened, but the Democratic 
and Republican leaders working for 
its passage conceded all the oppor¢ 
tunity desired by its opponents for 
debate and protest against it. Follow. 
ing the same policy, amendments 
were admitted in the house for almost 
every section of the bill and in each 
case they were rejected by an over- 
whelming vote, given by the friends 
of the measure on both sides of the 
house on the theory that any amend- 
ment would nullify it. 

Ten Democrats voted against the 
bill on passage, while 197 Democrats 
voted for it, 

As in the last congress, a majority 
of the Republicans were against it, a 
party vote being 67 for and 78 op- 
posed, 

Representative Berger, of Wiscon- | 
sin, the Socialist member, voted for 
it, and Representative Atkin, of New 
York, who ranks as an independent, 
voted against it. 

The section of the bill relating to 
the free admission of pulp and paper 
provoked the sharpest discussion, 
drawing from Representative Mann, 
of Illinois, the Republican leader, the 
statement that it was exactly in the 
terms agreed upon by the two coun- 
tries. | 

Former Speaker Cannon bitterly at-° 
tacked this section of the bill. 

“Let's bring Canada dawn here and 
surrender the halls of congress to 
them,”’ exclaimed Mr. Cannon. 

Representative Longworth, of Ohio, 
pointed out that any reductions of du- 
ties as proposed in the 
amendments would violate the rela- 
tions between the United States and 
all other countries, as it would give 
Canadinn goods a special preference 
in the American markets.

Train Plunged Over a Bridge Into)

Grahamstown, Cape Colony, South 
Africa.—According to the latest esti- 
mutes, 82 persons were killed in the 
wreck of a passenger train on the 
Kowie railway when it plunged to de- 
struction intoma gorge 250 feet deep 
through the collapse of the Blaakwa- 
krantz bridge recently.

That Inspired Many Fights. 


The famous ficure of the brown 
dog ha: been taken from the foun- 
tain in Battersea, Eng. It created « 
lively sensation while it was thera 
and was the cause of a great many 
encounters between the police and its 
friends and enemies. The brown 
dog waz a bronze and stood on a 
granite fountain in a prominent 
place. The inscription on the foun- 
tain sufficiently explains why the 
bronze beast was a source of war and 
is as follows: 

“In memory of the brown terrier 
dog done to death in the laboratori+s 
of the University College in Febru- 
ary. 1903, after having endured vivi- 
section extending cver more than two 
months and having been handed over 
from one vivisector to another until 
death came to its release. Also in 
memory of the 232 dogs vivisected at 
the same place during the year 1902. 
Men and women of England, how 
long shall these things last?”

POPULAR PICTURES, 
Reproductions Have Netted Fortunes 


for Publishers. 


An artist’s lot is not always a 
happy one, The late Holman Hunt 
struggled for years against adverse 
eriticism in his effort to simplify, 
purify, and beautify British art. At 
cne time his povrety was so great that 
he made up his mind to emigrate to 
Canada; but, fortunately, Millais 
came to. his brother artist’s rescue, 
and persuaded him to go down into 
Surrey and continue his work. 

It was here that he painted the 
background for his famous picture, 
“The Light of the World.” For three 
months Holman Hunt painted all 
night in the open air by the light of 
the fuil moon and a solitary. candle, 
and during that time he placed upon 
the canvas -his immortal work. All 
over the world “The Light of the 
World” was exhibited, and caused « 
great sensation. Reproductions sold 
in every town and country village, 
Its sales up to the present time can- 
not fall far short of a million pounds. 

The original picture was placed in 
a chapel at Oxford, but luter the 
artist spent some weeks in repairing 
the damage chat had been caused by 
neg'ect. Then he yainted a larger 
copy, which wus hung in St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral. 

“The Light of the World” is al- 
most, but not quite, tie most popular 
religious painting in existence. It 
is beaten by the wonderful ‘Head of 
Christ,’ by Max. There is no neck 
—just the head, The eyes seem to be 
closed, but after gazing at the paint- 
ing for some time they appear to 
open. It is, of course, merely an 
artist’s trick, but so wonderful does 
it seem that some people regard it 
as a miracle. This is the most popu- 
lar of. religious paintings, and well 
over a milion reproductions of it 
have been sold. 

The picture that beats all records 
is that of the Eiffel Tower. In two 
years one firm of photographers sold 
over 700,000 copies, and at the pres- 
ent time there are between 3,000,000 
and 4,000.000 scattered about the 
world. 

Compared with this, the sales cf 
photographs of the Tower Bridge are 
quite insignificant, although they 
amount to nearly 1,000,000. Strange 
to say, Londoners do not buy many 
of these pictures. Most of them are 
bought by visitors to the Metropolis, 
who take them away as souvenirs. 

The historical interest of the Tower 
of Londim always appeals to those 
who come to London for a holiday, 
and hundreds ‘of thousands of photo- 
graphs of the Tower have been car- 
ried across the Atlantic to the States, 
The sales of it greatly exceed those 
of the Tower Bridge, and since photo- 


graphy became so popular it is esti- | 


mated that about 1,200,000 pictures 


this would realize $25,000, but many 
of these were sold for two and three 
shillings, and even more. 

The sales of photograph 
Queen Victoria were simply enor- 
mous, and must during her lifetime 
have totalled 1,500,000. Thousands +f 
pounds worth have been aold in the 
Colonies and* in India, and in one 
case a single Australian firm took 
over $25,000 worth in one consign- 
ment. The photographs of Queen 
Alexandra command a ready sale; 
one firm makes over $5,000 a year 
from this source alone.

TRACES OF SPLENDOR. 
Cities Older Than King Solomon's 


Time Uncovered In Africa. 


The remains of a splendid city 
which flourished some 2,000 years 
before the Christian era have been 
uncovered near Meroe, th? ancient 
Capital of Ethiopia in northeastern 
Africa. The excavations are under 
the patronage of the Counte:s of 
Derby, of England, and among the 
places so fur brought to light are 
ruins of a vast temple of the sun. 
which Prof. A. H. Sayce, the British 
antiquary, icentifies as.the Table ot 
the Sun, mentioned by Herodotus a: 
having stood in a green meadow ont 


| side the ancient metropolis. 


Although there are at present no 
cities of any consequence in Abysasin- 
jia-Ethiopia, abundant evidence is 
being brought to light that in the 
past a grand and extensive civiliza- 
tion spread itself all over that side 
of the African continent, doubtless 
long before and during Solomon's 
time. The fabulous mines of Ophir 
and the legendary Queen of Sheba 
bear testimony to the general state 
of wealth and culture in that far dis- 
tant age 

According to Prof. Sayce the city 
flow being uncovered was situated on 
the east bank of the Nile, between 
the fifth and sixth cataracts, where 
there was a long stretch of navigable 
river, and connecting with the land 
routes leading to the Atbara and Blue 
Nile and thence across the mountains 
of Abyssinia to the Red Sea. Here, 
within half a mile of the river, a 
stone city existed until the end of 
the fourth dynasty, A.D., when it was 
destroyed by the kings of Axum. 

One great wall of stone, four yards 
thick, 12 feet high and 150 yards in 
length, still stands. The great Tem 
ple of Amon abutted against this 
wall to the east, while eastward in 
the valley are tombs stretching back 
beyond 2500 B.C. 

The Temple of the Sun lay a mile 
beyond the tombs. A sloping way led 
up to a cloistered platform of stone, 
whence there was a flight of steps 
up to the sanctuary open to the sky. 
the walls and floor of which were 
covered with glazed tile. This is the 
temple so much admired by Cam. 
byses, and it is supposed there is 
some connection between the tradi- 
tion of this remarkable building and 
the Homeric legend of Zeus and the 
other gods who feasted 12 days each 
year among ‘the blameless Ethio- 
pian.” 

The Temple of Amon more nearly 
than that of the Sun conforms to the 


Egyptian style of architecture. The 
approach to the sanctuary was 
through four-columned_ halls. _To- 


ward the western end were three 
shrines, the high altar of dark sand- 
stone in the middle shrine being still 
practically intact. Ethiopian deities 
were carved upon it, and at the foot 
were found offering tables of terra 
cotta und an inscribed tablet. 


What a Pencil Will Do. 


An English statistician was asked 
how many words could be written 
with an English lead pencil, and, be- 
ing determined to answer it, he 
bought a lead pencil and Scott’s Ivan- 
hoe and proceeded to copy the latter 
word by word. He wrote 95,608 words 
and then was obliged to stop, for the 
pencil had become so ‘short that he 
could not use it. A German statisti- 
cian who heard of this experiment was 
dissatisfied with it because all the 
lead in the pencil was not used on 
the work, and therefore he bought a 
pencil and started to copy a long Ger- 
man novel. When the pencil was so 
short that he could not handle it with 
his fingers he attached a holder to it, 
and it is said that he wrote with this 
one pencil 400,000 words. Possibly, 
however, his pencil was longer or the 
lead in it was of a more durable qual- 
ity. 


Housing In Manchester. 


The municipality of Manchester, 
England, has taken hold of the houa- 
ing problem in an active way by 
providing houses and furniture for 
the poor. At the present time there 
is under construction a group of 
seventy-four one-room houses which 
the corporation is building. Each 
home has a separate entrance, kitch- 
enette, bathroom, water supply and 
gag meter. The furniture will in- 
clude a range, cupboard, coal bunker, 
window-seat lockers, bed and_ bed- 
ding, chairs. table mirror and houze- 
cleaning outfit. The charge for the 
“suite’’ will be 9d per night or 53 3d 
a week. It is expected that the in- 
vestment will pay at the rate of four 
and one-half per cent. 


Barmaids Scarce. 


South Australia is suffering from a 
barmaid famine. Two years ago bar- 
maids were abolished in that State by 
act of Parliament. No more should 
be legally engaged, but those already 
employed could remain on condition 
that they registered themselves. There 
ai: now only 400 of them left, and the 
competition for their services is such 
that their wages have jumped from 
2 shilling to £3 a week. The hotels 
tha’ have had to employ barmen re- 
port a considerable change for the 
worse in their receipts, 

Honors Mary of Scots. 

Thecdore Napier, who for fifty-eight 
ears has taken a wreath from Edin- 
burgh ‘to the site of Mary Queen of 
Scot’s execution at Fotheringay, near 
Peterborough, attended for the same 
purpose recently in full Highland 
costume. On this occasion, however, 
he wus refused udmission to the caa- 
tle site by the occupier of the farm 
of which it forms part. Not to be al- 
together outdone, Mr. Napier left the 
wreath on an adjacent hedge. 


Australians Easy. 


A remarkable story is to hand of an 
immense import trade in bogus cur- 
ios which has been flourishing in 
Australia. According to the story told 
by the customs officials, hundreds of 
violins, swords, china, hoomerangs,

“There was a rebellion in Ontario | 

when we settled there, and one that 
as far as I know, was never written 
up nor anything published about it, 
although there must be records avail- 
; able somewhere to tell about it, for 
the militia were called out and shots 
were exchanged, und at least one 
man was killed. s 

“T was but a child, seventy or more 
years ago, when it happened and all 
I know is hearsay from my_ father, 
who was one of the militia called out 
as well as being in close touch with 
the people who rebelled. They were 
called the Ballagiblans, and they had 
been deported from Ireland for some 
unruly conduct, and were given land 
in the county of Lanark, chiefly in 
Huntley, Ramsay and Fitzroy town- 
ships. Each was given a hundred 
acres of lund, a year's provisions, 
some tools and implements and free 
passage. to Canada—whatever they 

ad been doing in the old country, 
the Government there was appuarent- 
ly glad to get rid of them. 

“They settled on the land all fight. 
but many of them merely camped 
about and had a big time till their 
stores ran low; thon they sold their 
tools and such. I remember well see. 
ing the Ballagiblan axes, saws and 
hoes in-many houses for: years after 
the people were forgotten or had set 
tle’ down like other farmers, and 
their identity had been lost. But at 
that time they made quite a name for 
themselves and quite a scare for the 
rest of the settlers, for they took th: 
crazy notion that now they were far 
enough away from England they 
would have that land for themselves 
So they raised a form of rebellion. 

“They were camped at the. site 
where now is the town of Almonte 
then called Shipman's Mills, and 
Shipman was the leader of the mili 
tia when they were c."led out to put 
down the trouble. The militia met 
them at their camp and fired upon 
them, and at least one man, named 
Curran; was killed. Some pacifying 
was dune, by the priests I think, and 
the matter was dropped soon; most 
of those that had caused the trouble 
went to the States—that was the first 
of the’ rushes te the States that in 
those days took the place of the pres- 
ent rushes to the Canadian Wast. 
‘The rush was to Cincinnati, Ohio, 
which was much talked of as a good 
place «for settling. 

“The lands of those who went away 
were soon settled by others—but | 
many of them were good quiet people 
‘| and settled down when the others 
left and soon all was forgotten. But | 
for the time being it was quite a re- | 
bellion and a little more hotheaded- | 
ness might have made much more | 
trouble.

A COMIC OPERA FIGHT. 


| British Pioneers With Cannon Were 
Too Much For Portuguese. 

There was a comic-opera episode at 
Massa Kessi, a small and recent Por- 
| tuguese settlement, then consisting of 
a few huts and a stockade; now the 
frontier railway station of Portuguese 
East Africa. This little settlement 
being in disputed territory, was eva- 
cuated by Rhodes’ orders in April, 
1891. But Captain Heyman and his 
five-and-forty Pioneers retreated, but 
a few miles, to a hill called Chua. 

In a month's time, says Mrs. Mar- 
garet L. Woods, in The Cornhill Mag- 

azine, up came a force of 250 Portu- 
guese soldiers and 500 natives, under 

a Captain Bettincourt and two other 
officers; and they occupied Massa Kes- 
| si. Not contented with doing this, 
they ordered Heyman and his British 
| to clear out of Manicaland, Assured- 
ly, any body of regular soldiers in 
the world would, in the face of such 
odds, have done so without a blush, 
But the Pioneers seem to have be- 
longed to the pitiably unenlightened 
and almost extinct type of the Briton 
who does not know when he is beat- 
en. They were half-starved, and, be- 
sides their rifles, had only one seven- 
pounder gun, which, | am credibly 
informed, they thought more likely 
to burst and spread ruin among their 
| own ranks than to damage tne ene- 
my. Yet they no more contemplated 
retreat than did ever five-and-forty 
fighting men of Devon with Francis 
| Drake ut taeir head, 

On the contrury, they were consid- 
ering how best to attack the fort or 
stockade of Massa Kessi, when the 
enemy was seen to be advancing in 
force. So confident—very naturally— 
were the Portuguese that they had 
left their machine-guns at the fort 
So they came up against Chua Hill 
where the old seven-pounder lay quiet 
ly smiling, as it were, behind the 
tents, and they opened fire cheerily 
on the little furce cneamped there, 

The Pioneers replied, and, being al! 
experts with the rifle, hit quite a 
number of men. This seems to have 
surprised the enemy, who wavered 
anc paused, Then the old seven 
pounder, emergi from her hiding 
place, spoke, perhaps to the trepida 
tion of her friends, certainly to the 
discomfiture of their foes. She drop 
ped a shot plumb into the midst of 
the Portuguese troops. Then there 
was no more wavering, but the seven- 
hundred and fifty, white and black, 
turned about and fled as one man. 
some say they ran all the way to 
Beira; but a lone at the map shows 
that this cannot be true. Captain 
Bettincourt and the two other offi- 
cers remained alone upon the field, 
after they had vainly endeavored to 
stem the rush of their panic-stricken 
army.

Tn: Scus of Asia Is Kept There Un- 
der Long Sentences and The Na- 
tive Andamans Are Inhospitable 
People—The Worst by Far Are the 
Jarawas, a Fierce Tribe Who Raid 


| Whites for Iron. 
The Andaman Islands, in the Bay 
of Bengal, are best known as the 


Place to which Great Britain's long: 
term Indian convicts are deported. 

The scum of Asia is here herded 
together. Wild Pathans from the Af- 
whan borders, fierce little Bhils from 
the Central Provinces, Sikhs, and 
Ghurkas who have been ‘untrue to 
their salt’’ to the extent of meriting 
condign punishment, big-bearded Bal- 
uchees, semi-savage Khonds, whose 
very name (Khande—a _— sword) 
breathes slaughter, and many other 
primitive people, with equally primi- 
tive passions, are here to be found. 

A large majority of them ure mur. 
derers, sentenced for life. Nearly all 
of them are more or less dangerous. 
They will wait and scheme for years 
until they get the opportunity to kill 
a white man. Then they will die 
happy. 

Under such circumstances was Lord 
Mayo, the Governor-General of India, 
assassinated by Shere Ali, a life con- 
vict, while on a visit of inspection 
to the islands, and there have been 
many less distinguished victims. It 
may we!l be imagined, therefore, that 
the lives of the white inspectors who 
are in control of the Andamanese na- 
tive police, who in turn control the 
convicts are not particularly happy 
ones, or altogether free from care and 
anxiety. 

And there are worse wild beasts in 
human shape to be found on the is- 
lands than the convicts even. 

These are the Jarawas, fierce abor- 
iginal savages, who lurk in the dense 
jungles, and to whom all men are 
enemies. 

An ordinary Andaman native is not 
a particularly likeable person. Up 
til quite recently he invariably mur- 
dered any shipwrecked sailors or 
other castaways who fell into his 
hands. But the ordinary Andaman 
native is a model of all the virtues 
by comparison with a Jarawa. 

The Jarawas yo perfectly naked, 
live on berries, fish, and the small 
game they catch in the jungle, and 
fight with bows and arrows. Their 
wants, consequently, are few. One 
thing, however, they must have—that 
is iron wherewith to tip their arrows. 
To them iron is more to be desired 
than gold, and to procure iron is the 
object of most of their murderous 
raids. 

It was in November 1901, and again 
in January, 1902, that they made two 
of their periodical forays, A number 
of convicts were working in the forest 
on the edge of the impenetrable jun. 
gle some twenty-five miles north of 
Port Blair, which is the chief pena! 
settlement on the islands. The Jara- 
wig suddenly appeared in the'r 
midst, and almost und+r the noses of 
the urmed native guards they suc 
eceded in killing and wounding sev- 


eral, and getting away with their 
tools. A thick mist prevailed on 
each occasion, and this helped the 


raiders to successfully carry out their 
well-planned surprise, and also us- 
sisted them to escape. 

Jsually little or nothing has been 
done on previous occasions in the 
way of attempting to punish the 
Jurawas for such crimes. Perhaps 
those in authority thought in their 
hearts that two or three convicts 
more of less did not matter much 
Or they may even have considered it 
to be w cuse of “good riddance to bad 
rubbish.”” Anyhow, it was argued, to 
try to seek out these savages in their 
native jungles was worse than the 
proverbial search after the needle in 
& haystack. 

On the date of the last two above. 


Mentioned raids, however, there 
chanced to be in command of the 
Andamunese native police at Port 


Blair an altogether exceptional man. 
This was Inspector Percy Vaux, a 
high-souled, brave and energetic of- 
ticer, who was greatly beloved, not 
only by the natives, but also by the 
convicts, over whom he exercised an 
extriordinary influence for good. 

Mr. Vaux argued that as all the 
Jarawas gained by their raids was 
iron, and as iron was apparently all 
they wanted, it would pay the Gov 
ernment to let them have a regular 
small supply of that metal, if in re- 
turn for the concession they agreed 
to commit no more murders, and to 
remuin peacefully in their own jun- 
ules, where we had neither the in- 
ctination nor the means to follow or 
molest them. 

To this proposition the Government 
agreed, The difficulty wus to open up 
communication with the savages, 
whose hostility to all strangers was 
well known. Inspector Vaux under 
took to grapple with this difficulty, 

Mr. Vaux's next step was to se’ 
about orgunizing a small but picked 
body of his native police, whom he 
determined to try and lead to the 
lair of the Jarawas. This required all 
his powers of persuasion, for the or- 
dinary Andaman native beth hates 
and fears a Jarawa, and whenever he 
accidentally meets one it is nearly 
always a case of kitling or being kill- 
ed on sight. 

They were, they said, willing to go 
with Mr. Vaux to fight and kill the 
Jaruwas. But this, he explained, was 
not his object. He desired te capture 
some of them alive, and without kill 
ing any, so that by treating the cap- 
tives kindly for a while at Port Blair, 
jand then s¢nding them back to their 
tribe, communications might be open- 
ed up. 

The expedition, howeve was 4@ 
failure and cost the life of its intrepid 
promoter. Mr, Vaux was killed in 
the melee, and when after untold 
rivations his soldiers brought back

Simple Inventions That Have En.’ 
riched Their Creators. 


We cannot all think out time and 


labor saving devices which are going 
to bring us in fortunes, but we can 
keep our eyes open for useful inven- 
tions which, although they may not 
at the moment seem very profitable, 
may prove little gold mines; for the 
fact should not be overlooked that 
some enormous fortunes have been 
made from little things. 

Simple toys, puzzles, and games 
have often proved such a success as 
to put thousands of pounds into the 
pockets of their inventors. The man 
who invented the tin rattle for babies 
retired with a quarter of a million of 
money, while the man who thought 
out the idea of the returning ball, 
which consisted of an ordinary rub- 
ber or wooden ball to which was at- 
tuched a long elastic cord, profited 
to the extent of $50,000 per annum. 
The flying top had a rush of popu- 
larity which enabled its inventor to 
Live in the lap of luxury for the re- 
mainder of his life, while the once 
popular toy known as “Dancing Jim 
Crow” is said to have yielded its 
patentee an annual income of up- 
wards of $75,000. 

It is not so many years ago that 
everyone laboriously laced his boots 
from the lowest hole to the top. There 
was none of that lightning crossing of 
the laves into the neat little hooks 
with which the modern lace-boot is 
provided. The inventor of the boot- 
hook, H. A. Snipp, sold his patent 
outright for the sum $250, and the 
purchasers are suid to have made 
$1,250,000 out of the idea, 

When Harvey Kennedy introduced 
the shoe-lace he made $2,500,000, and 
Mr. Plimpton, the inventor of the 
roller-skate, made a similar fortune 
out of his idea. Probubty our readers 
will remember a legal action which 
took pluce some years ago, when in 
the course of the evidence it trans- 
pired that the inventor of the metal 
plates used for protecting the soles 
and heels of shoes from wear sold 
12,000,000 plates in 1879, and in 1887 
the number reached a total of 143,- 
000,000, which realized protits of $1,- 
150,000 for the year. 

But the inventor does not always 
reap such magnificent rewards for his 
genius. Take the case of Mr. J. 
Longridge, the famous engineer who 
invented the wire-wound gun, for 
instance. Longridge invented the 
gun in 1854, and did all in his power 
to place it before the authorities, but 
they would have nothing to do with 
it. Thirty years afterwards, however, 
the Ordnance Department at Wool- 
wich subjected one of the guns to ex- 
haustive tests, and so satisfactory 
were the results that 
that nothing could equal it for heavy 
ordnance. Unfortunately, the inven- 
tor died from a broken heart before 
this end was attained, 

In all the world’s history, however, 
there is no more startling instance 
of ingratitude and forgetfulness than 
the history of Henry Cort, a native 
of Gosport. He expended the whole 
of hig private fortune of $100,000 in 
perfecting his inventions for pud- 
dling iron and rolling it into bars 
and plates. Then he was robbed of 
the fruits of his toil by the villainy 
of certain Government officials, and 
in the end left to starve. This was 
in 1784. Since that day Cort’s in- 
ventions have conferred upon Great 
Britain an amount of wealth equiva- 
lent to £700,000,000, and given con- 
stant employment to about 600,000 
workmen for the past four genera 
tions. 


“Beastly Funky.” 

Goneral Sir Ian Hami:ton, whose 
book, ‘Compulsory Service,"’ has 
been denounced by Lord Roberts as 
a “mischievous book,” is one of the 
most popular and hard-working gene 
erals in the army. No man has the 
welfare of ‘‘Tommy” more at heart, 
Sir Ian's motto has always been 
“Trust the men," and he set them 
the example by signing the pledge. 
For, as he once said, “I believe in 
the eacellent army tradition that of- 
ficers should not say to their men, 
‘Go on,’ but ‘Come on" Sir Tan 
has seen service in most parts of the 
world, and it was when he was doing 
a round of inspections in Egypt that 


he was asked how he felt when he 
was taking his troops into action, 
“Beastly funky,’’ was the laconic 
reply. 


Saved Lloyd-George's Life. 
Forty-seven years ago a Welsh 
doctor was called to a little country 


.cottage, where a baby boy, only 12 


months old, was lying dangerously ill. 
The mother, who had only just lost 
her husband, was distracted, “Save 
my child!’ she eried, ‘I want him to 
be a man who will do something for 
his country.”’ Ultimately the crisis 
passed, and the doctor was able to 
tell the mother that the child would 
live. Recently the doctor paid a 
visit to the gallery of the House of 
Commons, and, looking down at the 
Treasury Bench, saw his old patient 
—the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
When the story was repeated to Mr. 
Lloyd-George, he said; “It is perfect- 
ly true. My mother has told me the 
ineident many a time.”

The proprietor of w London chop- 
house some yeurs ago made fame 
and fortune by the discovery of a 
musical oyster.

FIGHT OF THE ACTIVE 


A SHAPTER FROM THE ANNAIi.S 
OF BRITAIN'S FLEET. 


' The Restoration of the Name “Active” 


to the British Navy Recalls the 
Battle In Which the Gallant Fri- 
gate of That Name, Along With 
Three Other Ships, Beat the French 
Near the Island of Lissa. 


:wo names of fighting fame have 


| just been added to the modern cruis- 


ez roll of the royal navy, in special 
honor the centenary—a unique eveut 
in our naval annals—of the dashing 
frigate battle off Lissa, in the Adri- 
auc, in March, 1811. The Amphion 
and the Active are the two names, 
and they are given to commemorate 
at the same time two of the finest 
captains who ever trod a British quar- 
terieck—Sir William Hoste and Sir 
James Alexander Gordon. 

More than that, too, the pair were 
brothers-in-arms in the fullest sense— 
linked together in a friendship best 
coilparable with that between Nelson 
and Collingwood. It may be added 
that the battle of Lissa is a unique 
event as being the only action on re- 
cord fought between squadrons of fri- 
gates, 

Hoste, in the was the 
command 
—"Nelson's Hoste’—the great admir- 
al’s favorite midshipman and litelo.g 
follower. Sir James Alexander Gor- 
don, of the Active, was one of the 
noblest fellows that ever lived—a typi- 
cal Britisii man-of-war’s man of the 
best stamp. Passing through every 
grade of naval rank with distinction, 
he ended his days as the last Gover- 
nor of Greenwich Hospital—the last 
successor in that high post to men 
euch as Rodney and Hood and ‘Nel-

On March 13, 1811, Hoste and Gor- 
don, in their two ships, with a third 
frigate—the Cereberus, Captain H. 
Whitby—and a small corvette—the 
Valage. “aptain Phipps Hornby—were 
cruising near the little island of Lissa, 
which they used as an anchorage and 
watering-place, when there suddenly 
appeared six large French and Vene- 
tian frigates, with a flotilla of small- 


er vessels, proposing to seize and 
| gta Lissa for themselves. The 
| British frigates formed close line- 


ahead at once, just as though they 
were two-deckers—real ships of the 
line. The Amphion led, with the Ac- 
tive near her, Hailed Hoste to Gor- 
don, as the enemy came on, from the 
poop of the Amphion, ‘I say, Jemmy 
ass the word to keep the flying jib- 
oom over the taff’rel; we mustn't 
let the rascals break the line, Half 
an hour on this tack is worth two on 
the other!” 

The French came on in two columns 
of attack, exactly copying Nelson’s 
Trafalgar formation. If numbers, 
position and formation meant victory, 
it was theirs. But the British leader 
was not a Villeneuve, Hoste, as the 
Frenchmen came bowling down be- 
fore the wind, hoisted his battle sig- 
nal — “Remember Nelson!’ — which 
was greeted with one tremendous 
burst of cheers along his line. 

The next moment, as the headmost 
Frenchman near them, the Amphion 
and Active and the other two opened 
a fast fire, under which the enemy 
reeled. They shrank back from their 
attempt to break the line, hauling up 
instead, to run alongside the British 
ships. Then an attempt was made 
to board the Amphion, but u tornado 
of grape and canister from her car- 
ronades swept the decks of the fore- 
most Frenchman clear of all but dead 
and dying. 

After that, the enemy tried to head 
off the Amphion and Active, and then 
double round on their line and get 
it between two fires. The two squad- 
rons went racing on meanwhile, can- 
But Hoste was again 
too clever for the enemy. He knew 
there was a reef under water a little 
way in front of them, and, before 
the French could get ahead of him, 
he manoeuvred so as to make their 
herself right on 
to the rocks. 

The moment the French commodore 
struck, out flew a signal, and round 
tie British squadron went, turning 
back all together and reversing their 
order. The French ships did the 
same, and sharp fighting continued 
in line on the opposite tack, until the 
badly beaten-off enemy broke up in 
hopeless disorder, which gave indivi- 
dual captains their chance. 

Within half an hour a French 40- 
gun frigate, the Flore, had hauled her 
colors down to the Active (38 guns); 
but Captain Gordon ‘‘disdaining the 
parade of taking possession of a beat- 
en enemy,” went on after another 40- 
gun frigate—also bigger than the Ac- 
tive—the Corona, He caught her up, 
and made her surrender, within gun- 
shot of the shore, just as the general 
battle was closing. 

Then he rejoined his consorts, to 
find that the surrendered Flore had 
stolen away under cover of the battle- 
smoke, re-hoisted her flag, and got 
beyond reach, It was a bitter disap- 
pointment to the gallant Gordon and 
the cause of much annoyance after- 
wards; for some of the London edi- 
tors blamed him for not having se- 
cured her. It was not so, however, 
with those who knew the man. As 
Hoste himself put it: “People don’t 
know Gordon if they think he'd waste 
a minute over a prize while an ene- 
my's flag was flying in sight!”—E, F, 
in The Graphic.
